There are many among the sane who are com- 


plete outlaws, who cannot be brought to a prop- 
er sense of their position and dutie* without 
resorting to some more rigid course of disci- 
pline than has ever yet been put into practice, 
and if resorted to w'onld give rise t" more sen- 
Cation than we have already seen. For tho pur- 
pose of ascertaining more Fully the state of af- 
fairs at the county farm than what I had de- 
rived from observation, [ have cart-fully ques- 
tioned all, and separately, the inmates capable 
of giving me any satisfaction as to their gen 
era! treatment, particularly as to food and 
cleanliness, notei of which I herewith submit 
to the Board, as taken down at the time. 
They 


all, even those who are always complaining 
about something, agreed that, for dinner they 
had good food and plenty of it. Some com- 
plain that the coffee is not strong or sweet 
enough, whilst others say it is strong enough 
for them. They all agree that, their rooms are 
scrubbed twice a wetk.andoftener when neces 
snry, their beds changed and bedding and 
clothes washed every week, and oftener if they 
choose, soap always furnished them, and some 
upon whom I can most rely, say that it is those 
idlers who will not do anything except when 
forced, that make all the complaints, and throw 
cry obstacle they can in the way of the over- 
seer in tho discharge of his duties. I have 
long since been convinced of those facts, from 
my own observation. 


In regard to the alms house, I have thought 


that thc superintendents had been fortunate in 
their selection of its keeper, and up to the time 
of this investigation extraordinary, I had yet to 
learn that any material fault had been found of 
his management, but this majority 
happened 


there in the absence of the overseer, who was 
then in the city attending to his every-day du- 
ties, when no opportunity was offered'him (and 
perhaps none desired on their part) to make 
nny explanation, proceeded to make up their 
majority presentment suitable to themselves, arid 
if they had been disposed to put themselves to 
a little additional trouble they might hare as- 
certained some facts which might have, at least 
with some, brought to different conclusions, but 
whether that conrse suited their purpose or not 
it is not for me here to conjecture. They could 
not have enquired about the amount of labor 
employed, nor the difficulty of procuring it. — 
The overseer and his wife have attended ex- i 
clusively to the houses up to the first of Sep- j 
tembcr, embracing seven months, during which 
time there were two hundred and forty-four in- j 
mates, averaging from forty -five to fifty, and 
with all the ill-treatment alleged to the over- 
seer, there were during that period fourteen 
deaths. Now I ask the board if this shows 
want of attention either on the part of the over- 
seer or the attending physician. 
- 


The board can readily judge what would 


thc Daily Sentinel by the late Grand Jury in 
reference" to thu alms and poorhouse, is to a 
great extent exaggerated, as by the personal 
view and examination by this board of the two 
houses and their inmates, they found nothing 
to warrant or give ri*e to such gi-o-s com- 
plaints.

A casual reader ivould naturally infer that 


the eighteen or twenty thousand dollars spoken 
of as being the-amount of annual cxpens es, ap 
plied exclusively to the support of the two 
poor houses, when the actual annual expence 
of the two hoiises, .including"officers salaries 
repairs, new -wagons, farm stock. <tc., does not 
exceed six thousand five hundred dollars.— 
And the total amount for support of poor 
houses and out paupers, including officers sal- 
aries, will not exceed sixteen thousand five 
hundred dollars for the year ending the first'of 
July:1855, embracing the unprecedented .chol- 
ern'season of '54.and followed by a winter un- 
equalled in length and severity in this latitude 
during wbich time upwards of three hundred 
families •were in whole, partially or supported in 
provisions, firewood and clothes.

The number admitted into the Alms 
House, .is per report herewith submitted, will 
give the board some idea of its extent, in addi- 
tion to the out patients. 
Fortunately, a largo 


number of the cases have been of short dura- 
tion, and very few deaths compared with thu 
number of cases. At the date of this report, 
however, sickness is greatly on the increase, as 
well in tho towns a} in the city, but we trust 
that the prevailing-diseases.will cease before the 
setting in of winter, otherwise we may expect 
great distress with the poor having to encotm- 
tre the high prices of provisions and house 
rents. The every day arrival of paupers from 
other states is truly harassing, the most of 
which come here sick, if not sick, become so 
in a few days, and consequently become a coun- 
ty charge, and many of thorn permanent. Your 
superintendents have, in all cases practical, sent 
them to other .places where they were willing 
to go, being mucb less expense than to let them 
remain here. This evil, I feel confident, will 
be in a great measure relieved when the new 
buildings at the County Farm are completed 
and arranged with suitable workshops, and the 
exercise-of a -proper "degree of diHcipline em-
